3. The prize is to be awarded by the Nom- 
enclature Committees of the American Peony So- 
ciety for blooms shown at an annual exhibition 
of that society. 

4. At least three blooms must be shown, 
with not less than 15-inch stems, with foliage. 

5. The winnnig variety is to be nameas 
Pamelia Sisson, and a root of it is to be pre- 
sented to W. A. Sisson.

I believe you will appreciate the chance to 
buy divisions of these rare and costly roots. 1 
have bought from leading growers and intro- 
ducers throughout the country. I have been 
amazed to find a great many of the varieties 
scarce and hard to get at any price. And again 
I have been amazed and made sick at heart on 
receipt of roots which were decayed and had 
sickly eyes and often there was but one eye, 
although the root was supposed to be full-sized 
or a one-year plant. One has to take it or leave 
it. I have made the prices as low as I possibly 
Cali TO tus year im list No. 2. After I have 
had time to grow and multiply them I shall be 
able to reduce the price. If you do not see all 
you want on my list, write me about it, I may 
have it or can secure it for you. 


SOMETHING NEW 


You will find my methods of doing bus‘ness 
quite different from any other firm in this line. 
First—I sell nothing but divisions and these 
divisions fit the price, or the price fits the divi- 
sions. 

Second—I pay my own expenses. I do not 
ask you to pay my expenses, postage, packing, 
war taxes, inSurance, ste. Upon receipt of your 
order it will be acknowledged at once and it will 
be placed in your hands by prepaid express or 
Parcels Post insured. I guarantee safe arrival 
and will make good on any damaged root. Do 
you know of any person or firm that is doing or 
will do this? 

Third—I will give a gratis root with every 
order in this way, i. e. When you send me an 
order, name a number of varieties that you 
would like gratis, on a par with those you have 
ordered, and I will be sure to send you at least 
one gratis root and perhaps more, according to 
the size of your order. I ask you to select your 
Own gratis root so you will be sure to receive 
just what you want and you will be saved the 
annoyance of finding that I have sent you some- 
thing that you already have. 

Fourth—I do not send my folder and price 
list to members of the Peony Society or to any 
person or persons whatsoever, except to those 
who write to me and ask for it. I have no. 
expensive catalogue. I run a small Ad. in the 
Flower Grower and in the American Peony 
Society Bulletin. I assume that anyone inter- © 
ested in my line will write me. To others I do 
not want to take up their time and I do not 
want them to take up my time. I am busy, I 
have all that I can possibly do, but I am not too 
busy to give my business immediate attention. 
If you write me, your letter will be answered 
the same day it is received here. I do not go 
to bed until the correspondence for the day has 


been attended to. Do you know of any person 
or tirm in the peony business that is doing, or 
will do this? 

Hifth—When | reesive an order, it is going 
HOMmbetlled im itS enicrecy if it is a physical 
possibility and filled promptly. This last season 
I did exactly this with every order I received. 
On the other hand I want to tell you what treat- 
ment my orders received. I sent out scores of 
them to dealers and iurms all over the country. 
if I received any acknowledgment at all, it was 
at least a week in coming and the average time 
it took to fill orders was from two to six wesks 
and not a single order that I sent was filled in 
its entirety. I never knew what I was go-ng 
to receive until the shipment arrived, and every 
one arrived short and the shortage was sure to 
be exactly the varieties I needed most. 

Sixth—I am determined to piease my cus- 
tomers that give me orders. In case you 
think the roots I send you are not what they 
Should be, I want you to write me about it. 1. 
I eannot please you and we are unabie to come 
to any agreement, then you may return the roots 
to me at my expense and I will send you my 
check to cover your remittance. I am not just 
sure if I will make this promise on anything but 
the expensive roots. I cannot spend time han- | 
dling cheap roots and then having them refused. 

Please read the foregoing carefully and tell 
me if this is not good news. 


ABOUT PLANTING 

















Ordinarily, I need not say anything about 
planting, but so much has been written lately 
about it, planting too deep and planting on top 
of the ground, that I fear you will not use your 
common sense. 

My advice is to plant the root in the usual 
way. However, if you want these small roots to 
catch up with a big root in one year’s time, you 


better use care. Press the dirt very tight around 
each little rootlet, pack the root in the dirt very 
carefully. Do not use anything but good garden 
soil. After planting heap over the top with a 
leaf mulch. This will protect from freezing and 
thawing and serve as a drain. In the Spring 
when the eyes start to come up, see if they need 
help by brushing aside the mulch. When the 
stalks are well up, then mulch around the plant 
very. heavy, I repeat very, very heavy., Pics 
to protect the little rocts from the burning sun 
and retain moisture. If you will do this, you 
will find that you will have a nice large root 
the following fall, and the next Spring a wealth 
of flowers. If you do not give your roots this 
attention, they may die and in any event they 
will not do well. There is nothing so nice to 
cover over peonies and all over the peony field, 
as leaf muleh. Always have a big mulch pile 
ready to feed the small roots especiaily, but put 
it on top of the soil and not in 1, > Binally—— 
use your common sense in planting and add to 
the soil the things you know it must have. 

Caution—Do not disturb or divide for two 
or three years, or until they have grown into 
a mature plant. .

WARNING 


To those of you who purchased roots from 
me last Fall I wish that you would read more 
carefully the paragraph headed “About. plant- 
ing’ in this folder. 

From letters I have received I am afraid I 
have not made myself plain. If you do not 
know what a mulch pile is, ask your local florist 
to explain it.- I make mine out of leaves, grass 
sod, and manure put together in layers. Add to 
it scraps of every sort from the house that will 
decay and wood ashes. Make one pile in the 
Fall and one in the Spring. Before the hot days 
come you must have your small plants surround- 
ed with a heavy mulch. Keep adding to it and 
watching over your expensive roots every day, 
if you wish wonderful results. You ean use 
old straw or hay for mulching if that is all you 
have—but-—keep manure off your peony field. 
Everywhere I go I find people using it on pso- 
nies. I think almost all growers use it and rec- 
ommend it and also recommend watering the 
field. An expert may be abie to get away with 
this, but you cannot. There is nothing to be 
gained and everything to lose. How would you 
like to have anyone pile manure on your head 
or about your person. Peonies do not like it, 
they resent it just as you would and it effe’ 
them just as it would you. If you attsmpt to 
water your expensive roots you are almost sure 
to do damage. Mulch them properly and let 
nature do the rest. 


Peony roots are so healthy and thrifty that 
you do not often lose one. Dig up a root and 
leave it on top of the ground and you will find 
it will not die easily in this exposed state. But 
roots that do not receive care wil not do well 
and will not look well as plants. They will re- 
spond to loving care just as children will. 

Please do not buy any of my peony roots 


unless you intend to give them your personal 
and loving attention. I do not want to make a 
business of selling anything but rare varieties 
and I would like to be assured that any roots 
that go out from my garden are going to receive 
the same treatment that I have been giving 
them.

The size of roots that I furnish are exactly 
what I or any grower use in planting out our 
own roots. We use the smallest division possi- 
ble so as to make more of them. Iam willing 
to sell the public what I use myself and ata 
price to fit the root.
